N the yeare 1620, the ſaid Monſieur 4 Ceri having borrowed of the faid 

intcrelſed,and afterwards of ſeverall Merchants, Fr-nch, Flemiſh, Turks, 

Per ſtars, and FeWer, divers ſowes of mony , by order of the AZar 'cillors, 

to cauſe an Exciſe of two and a half per centum to be taken away, 

which the Tzrks had impoſcd upon the warres, brought from thoſe 

parts into Fraxce by the Frexch, by meanes of thoſe borrowed ſomes 

cauſed the ſaid Exciſe to ceaſe ; and by his rekoning remayned Dedtor to 

F theſaid Englifþ of the ſumme of 48506. Piaſters or Dollars in capitall; 

which till is dueunto them with th interclts of it from the faid yeare 

3620. after the rate of 33. 25. 23.and 20, for kundred per annum interc{t upon interelt , ac» 

cordins they have payed themſelves after the uſe of Pera by Conſtantinople, and as his Moſt 

Chriſtian Vajefty hath adjudged and cauſed to be payed to the reſt of the ſaid Creditors of the 

fiid Monſieur a: Cery viz, to the Trrks, f:Wes, Perſians, and others 33, 25. and 23. per.cens 

tun, not only of their capitall, but alfo of their intereſts gathered with the principall, to Jobs 

Scarch Fr on L Nicrchaint 20). per CENtam A And likewiſe to the {aid Monſieur d- Cert (who 

made hi:nfclfto be ſuvrogated for ſome {inall !u:nmes } 20, tor hundred per auuuu y vf which 
tc was rally payed. 

N-t2, That the ſaid Englif ſeeing how hardly they were uſed by the faid Monſteur de Cers 
and fince by Monſieur 4+ [1 Picardiere and other Miniſters of France at Conſtantinople, and over 
cha: ged with the huge intereſts that run over them -for want of payment of the faid capitall 
ard 1itcrelts, were torced many times to addrefſe their complaints ſince the yeare 1622, to the 
Moſt Chriſtian King, deceaſed, by the Emvaſiadours and Agents of his Majeſty , which from 
time to time did remains in the Court of Fraxce z and that having complained among others, 
of an unjuſt liquidation made by the faid /.z Picardiere 19 the yeare 1630. by which he adjudged 
to the Tx-5s and others Creditors aforcſaid their capitall and inter.{t upon 1nterclt, as it is 
faid, and nothing to the laid Ergli/h but only their capitall of 48500. Piaſters without any in- 
tereli; his Moſt Chriſtian » aj{ty upon complaint of that moſt ſhamefull diltin&ion,ordained 
by his arrc{t or fenteace of the 14. ORobcr 1632, that it ſhould be proceeded to a new l1qui- 
dition both by the ſaid Monſicur 4e [4 Picardiere ard Monſicur ds Marcheville , which was 
ſeit into the Ceint an Embaſiadour in ſtcad of the faid Montieur ds Ceri. And by that ſame 
arrc{t or ſentence, the Conſulls and cemmerce of the City of Marſeille were put in poſſeſſion 
of a Farme of 3. per centum eltabliſhed by his faid Majcſty for the acquitance of the 1a1d debts 
bpon all the warcs which ſhouldbe brougat from the Levant and Barbary into France , upon 
condition to acquit the ſaid Monſicur ds Ceri towards his Creditors and to pay them the 
ſuimimes which thould be found due unto them, 

Ard to the end the faid liquidation ſhceuid be madeagreeable and pleaſing to every une, his 
Moft Chriſtian Majcſty cauſed many of his letters to be ſent to the 1{.id Monſieur ds Marche- 
<iſeand Monſicur de 1a Picardiere to intreat the Embaſſadours of Venice and Holand to be pre- 

{ciit therein, and to work jointly with them to the {aid liquidation , the Confulls of Aarſcille 
bing preſent or ducly called, which was C0;.e1n ſuch a manner , that the {aid OY 
A an 
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and the ſaid Monſieur de [a Picardiere after they had many and ſeverall times heard the ſaid 
Deputies of dar /cibe, the ſaid Creditors and the Erglih Embaſladour for the {aid E nolsſh gave 
many and ſeverall judgements to the benefit of the ſaid Creditors the tenth of January 1634. by 
which they confirmed the liquidation made 1n the yeare 1630. to the benefit of the others Cree 
ditors, adjudged yet unto them more intereſts for the FeATES 1631. 32 and 1633. And as for 
the E neliſh Merchants they regulated their principall and interc{ts of the ſaid three yeares to 
64700. Piaſters, and condemned the {aid Monſieur de Cers to pay them the faid ſumme. 

And becauſe by the ſaid arreſt or ſentence of the Confull of the eleventh of © obey 1632, it 
was ordained that the Conſulls of Afar/cile ſhould acquit the debts of the ſaid Monſieur ac Cc 
7i out of the mony of the faid Farme, the faid Embaſſadours did alio condemne the ſaid Con- 
ſulls of Aſar/csc to pay the ſaid ſumme to the ſaid Erg/ifh within fix moneths to the acquit= 
tance ef the (aid Monfieur de Ceri. And for the interelt of the yeares 1621. 22. 23. 24. 25.26. 
27. 28. 29. and 1630. demaunded by the faid Engliſh, they remitted them to the Counceli of 
his Moft Chriſtian Majcſty to be provided for. 

In conſequence of that Juigement the ſaid Ex2/iþ the 13. November 1637, cauſed the (aid 
Conſulls of A7a-/cille and other Farmors of the fad Exciſe of 3. per centuin to be callcd before 
the ſaid Councell in the name of Renc 4s gier, their attorney, to ſee themſelves condemned to 
pay them the ſaid 64700. Piaſters with the interclt reſerved by the faid Judgement, and others 
expired and to expire, as alſo their charges and dammages, as poſſciſors of the revenue of the 
ſaid Farme cſabliſhed for payment of the ſaid dects. But in ſtead of receiving any fatistaRtion 
after foure yeares purſuite (though their right had been recommended by this preſent Parlia= 
ment to his Majeſty, and by him to the Moſt Chriſtian King) Juſtice was abſolutely denied unto 
them by the faid Councell, as it may be juſtified by the certificate that the Earle of Leiceſter, 
then Embaſſadour extraordinary for his Majelty into France, delivered them under his hand 
the fourth of May 1642. a little after his returne into Ezol2nd, 

And although the faid interefled might in conſequence of the ſaid certificate appeale to this 
Parliament for the 1:quidation of their debt, and ovtaine the meanes for their ſatisfaction, yet 
upon the alterations happencd in the governement and admuniltration of the affaires in the ſaid 
Courts of Fraxce ſince the Cardinal of Richcliews death, they were adviced to trieonce more 
the faire mcanes. And to that effect Lawrence Greene, the chick intercſſed in the faid debts, haves 
1ng repaired to Oxford under the warrant of the ſaid Parliament, and from thence being come 
to Par with letters from his Majeſty of great Prirraine , direfted tothe Queene Regent mo- 
ther to the moſt Chriſtian Kine, and having begun againe the former procceaings of this buſſe 
acti in rhe name of the ta1d Azgier , they were {5 far from receiving mere ſatisfaction than 
before, that to the contrary ,ſince the coming of the ſaid Rex? Angier to Parr from both King- 
domes of great Brittaine there was an Arreſt or ſentence given in the ſaid Councell the laſt of 
December 1644. which ſerves only out for to aggravate thcir grievances and to ſtrengthen the 
| iddeniall of Juſtice, the tenour whe-:eof followeth. 

The King being in his Councell, the Queene Regent his mother preſent , hath declared and 
doth declare, that it is due to the faid Emg/: Merchants by the Conſulls , Communalty and 
commerce of the Citv of 27ar/cille 485 00. Pialters of one part,and 16206. Piaſters for the intc= 
reſt of the ſaid principall ſumme and dammages ſuffered from the yeare 1630. to the tenth of 
Fudy 1634. as It is mentioned in the ſaid Judgement of the tenth of Zeayary in the ſaid yeare. 
The ſaid two ſummes amounting to 155288. Pialters after the rate of 48. ſolz for a Piiſter: 
Hath excluded them of the demaund of the intereſt from the end of the yeare 1620, to the end 
of the yeare 1630. And in regard of the intereſt, charges and expences pretended by them 
from the tenth of 7=ly 1634. Hath adjudged them and doth adjudge 448co. Piafters, the ſaid 
fummes amounting together to 200000. Piafters, which ſhall be payed unto them in theCity of 
Aarſeille by the hands of the Officer committed to the receipt of the price of the ſaid Farmes 
of 3. per centum, <ſtabliſhed in the Scales of Zevanr, and his Succeſſors in the ſaid Office by 

eference, and out of thefirſt mony comming from the price of the ſaid Farmes, that are to 
be adjudged from the beginning of the firſt of February 1645. Neverthelefſe after the payment 
made of 39915. Piaſters, to which his Majelty bath liquidated the capitall and intereſt due to 
the ſaid Monticur de\/s Haye, according to the Arreſt or ſentence of the Councell of the 29. 
Anguft. 1649, Given in the Ceuncell of State of the King, his Majeſty being there, the Queen 
Regent his mother preſent , holden at Pars the laſt day of December 3644. Subſcrided Ls 


Lomeme. 
But the ſaid Councell approving by that Arreſt or Sentence the faid Judgement , and con- 
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fefling that the famme of 485 oo. Piaſters is due in principall'to the Taid Engliſh by the Con- 
ſulls, Communalty and coinmerce of the City of Marſcilie,from the end of the yeare 1620. and 
16200. Piaſtcrs for three yeares intereſt of the ſaid ſumme, viz. From the end of the yeare 
x E30. to the tenth of 7«ly 1634. beſides the reſervation of the intereſt , charges and dammages 
made by the {aid Judgement,could not in equity,firit,reckon the faid 2.ſummes at 155 280.Pia« 
ſters after the rate of 48 tolz for a Piaſtzr: Secondly , Neither exclude the ſaid E ngliſh from 
the demaund of the otncr intereſt of the ſaid principall, charges and dammages , pretended by 
them: Thirdly, Nor appoint that they ſhould be payed of the price of the ſaid Farmes, only 
after the firlt of February 1645, and after the payment made of 29915. Piaſters to the ſaid 
Monkeur ae l1 Hye. 

I. Becauſe by that rekoning and reducing of Piaſters into Livers Turnois after the rate of 
48. ſolz far a Pialter, they intend to make them looſe 32400. Piaſters , which is a maſt nnjuſt 
thing, for >cfides tiiey have lent Piaſters to Monſieur de Cers and not Livers Turnois ; and that 
then, for an cx2mple, the quarts d'Eſcus were worth but '16. folz a, peece, which his moſt 
Chriſtian Mazj.ity kath fince raiſed to 20. ſolz for the commoditice of the affaires of his Eſtate, 
the ſaid Eyc/:7 ought not to be wronged by that raiſing which 1s not their fa& , but ought to 
be payed in P.aftcrs orin quart d'Eſcus at 16. folza pcece after the courſe of the coyne at that 
time, But further his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty by his' Arreſt or ſentence of che fourter:th of 
O ober 1637. having adjudged the Farme of three per centum eſtabliſhed for their payment to 
Gaſpard GuilLermeire, kath adjudged alſo unto him the raiſing of the coynes for the ſummes, 
which were in the hands of the former Farmors about the time of his {aid Majcfties Declara- 
tions in the cebalt of the ſaid coyne; which thing cannot be replied unto. 

2, Becautc the ſaid intereſts are of the ſame nature, and ſolawfully due from the end of the 
yeare 1620, to the end of the yeare 1630. and from the tenth of Zaxzary 1634. to the day of 
acuall payment, as from the end of the yeare 1630. to the tenth of Fanuary 1634. which is 
clearly ſeen by the faid Judgement, in which the parties, yea, and the publike Minutters having 
charge from both ſides, have ſaid, written and produced contradiQorily all that they could al- 
ledge without excluding the Exg/i/þ from the ſaid intereſts, which to the contrary were reſcr- 
ved by the {aid |udgements and conftancly demaunded , and ſuited for , ever fince the ſame, 
both by Sir Peter icke heretofore Embaſſadour for his Maj:Rty in the Levane, and by the faid 
Rene Angier, in ſo much as to adjudge theni-nly 44800, Piaſters in ſtead of the intereſts due 
unte them of the ſaid capitall after the rato&*33.2 5: 23. and 20). per centum incrw(l upun iti 
tereſt from the yeare 1620, to the end of theyeare 1630. and from the tenth of Zaniiry 3534, 
to the day of aFuall payment which make avove 21. yeares, it 15 a meere moc!..: .,, 1th the 
more intolcrable that the {aid ſumme of 4480v.:/:alters 15 reduced to 12430. Piafters Uy © ines 
of the ſaid lofſe of 32439. Piaſters that they intend to put upon the ſaia £577) ty the fark re- 
ducion of Pizlters into Livres Turnois at 45. ſolz for a Piaſter, 

3. Bccauſc thiy could not in <quity to the prejudice of the faid Exgli put to other uſe the 
mony already received from the faid Farme, fince 1t is expreſly addited to their payment, 
which Farme h:th proJuced more than ſnihcient ſummes for all the ſaid payments capirall 
and intercſts ; Ncither grant the ſaid ſumme of 29915. Piafters to the ſaid Monfieur de {a Haje 
afore them, ſince he is none of Menſficur de Ceris Creditors, nor intereſſed in the ſaid debts. 

| But to ſhew the injuſtice of the ſaid Arreſt or ſentence, ſuppoſe the ſaid Eng/iſs ſhould have 
contented themſel ves-with the ſaid 200000. Piaſters , with the conditions mentioned therein 
to be payed only from the beginning of the firlt day of February 1645. and atter the aforeſaid 
payment made to the faid Monſieur de {a Haye, and that they ſhould have been willing to treat 
now with the Farmor for a ready payment , it is very certain-that the intereſt to be abated for 
the advance, exchange, factoridge, and other charges and cxceptions that the Farmor could al- 
ledge upon the delayes 1n receiving the mony of the ſaid Farmes and otker accidents and plau- 
ſible pretences ſhould have ſwallowed up a great deale more than the half of the ſaid 200000. 
Piaſters, which is as much unworthy as intolerable. | 
To which it may be added, that by meanes of the mony lent by the ſaid .Zxg/i/+ to the ſaid 
Monſicur d Ceri to cauſe the aforeſaid exciſe of two and a half per centum to be takenaway, 
the Frexch Nation did profit ſince 24 yeares at leaft of 250006. Pialters per annum. And that 
the Eng/i/ Subjetts trading in Frexce of wares of Levant, have conftantly payed and do daily 
Pay the aforeſaid right of three per ceneum, ſo that what they have contributed to thigpreſent 
doth amount almoſt to fo muck as the iptereſſed did pretend , which ſeemes very hard; that afs 
ter they have ſo uſefully ferved the Freach Natien, the right of three per centum ftablifhed fot 
their relicf doth become their ruine. "WO | By att 


' By all the aforeſaid reaſons, and yet much more by the ates of the Proces, the injuſtice of 
faid Arreſt or ſentence doth evidently appeare, and that the faid Eng1:/5 (which have procecded 
with all manner of reſpe& and moderation both at Conſtantinople as the ſaid Judgement doth 
teſt ifie, and at the ſaid Councell where they reduced their intereſt to the half of what they payd 
themſelves in the ſaid Levant to endeavour to make a triendly end of that butineſſe ) areat this 
time very well grounded to, complaine that the Turks, ewes and Perſians are without come 
pariſon more conſidered and more equitably uſed in the Councell of France, than the E noliſh, 
and to demand thereupon that the Parliament would be pleaſed to liquidate their principall 
of 485 00. Piaſters with the intereſt of it after the rate of 33. 25. 23. and 20. for hundred per 
annum intereſt upon intereſt, as they have payed themſclves and do daily pay according to the 
uſe of Pera by Conſtantinople from the yeare 1620. to the day of atuall payment.together with 
thcir ebarges, expences and dammages, ſuſteined 1n that long and chargeable parſuite, and con=- 
quently to be pleaſed to grant them for their ſatisfi\&ion ſuch ſpeedy meanes againlt the 
Marſeilles and other Subjz&s of the moſt Chriſtian King, as have bezn formerly granted to 
others of this Kingdomes Sudbjedts in ſuch extremity for the like oppreſſions,
